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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13. 1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-14, 23-41, drawn to methods of increasing beta cyclase and hydroxylase 
expression in plants encompassing non-transgenic methods and the plants thereof. 

Group II, claim(s) 1-3, 5-9, 13-14, 23-41, drawn to methods of increasing beta cyclase and 
hydroxylase expression in plants by transformation with cyclase and hydroxylase encoding 
polynucleotides and transgenic plants thereof; and nucleic acid constructs. 

Group III, claim(s) 1,15-41, drawn to methods of increasing beta cyclase and decreasing epsilon 
cyclase and/or beta hydroxylase expression in plants by transformation with beta cyclase and 
epsilon cyclase and/or beta hydroxylase encoding polynucleotides and transgenic plants thereof; 
and nucleic acid constructs. 

Group IV, claim(s) 42-43, drawn to methods of using genetically modified plants that produce 
beta carotenoids and pigmentation of animal products therewith. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: the special technical feature of a method of 
manipulating ketocarotenoids by culturing a genetically modified plant was taught in the art. 
Rosati C. et al The Plant Journal, 2000 Nov; 24(3):413-9 teach metabolic engineering of tomato to 
overexpress beta cyclase that produced tomato fruit with increased beta carotenoids (see 
abstract). 

The claims are directed to independent and distinct nucleic acid transformation constructs 
of Groups III and IV. Upon election of Group III, Applicant is required to elect one cassette from 
Groups S, T, U or V and/or one cassette from Groups W, X, Y or Z. This requirement is not to be 
construed as a requirement for an election of species, since each of the Groups of nucleic 
acid/ammo acid sequences or cassettes/constructs is not a member of a single structurally and 
functionally related genus, but rather constitutes an independent and patentably distinct 
invention. Separate searches and considerations would be required for examination of each of the 
nucleic acid sequences.
